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A WOOL ULEANING MILL, 


Western Nevada and eastern Cali- 
fornia are becoming famous for sheep. 
The wool clip is growing heavier year 
by year, and the limit is still far from 
being reached. It is estimated that 
an average of fifteen per cent. more 
could be made out of our wool if it 
was cleaned before being sold. On 
this subject the Cowrier Californian 
says: “One great saving would be in 
the transportation. The impression 
among many is that the wool brings 
more because weighing more when oily 
and dirty. It does not seem possible 
that the most ignorant sheep-herder 
could advance such an idea, but it is 
done by sensible sheep-owners. The 
fact is, the buyer makes the most lib- 
eral allowance in his favor when he 
buys that class of wool. He presumes 
upon the dirt and grease to run down 
the price below the real value. With 
the water-power of the Truckee river 
such an enterprise vould be conducted 
in the most economical manner. The 
water of the river is soft as rain water, 
and it so much the more valuable for 
cleansing purposes. The dirt in many 
instances is equal to two-thirds the 
gross weight of the bale, on all of 
which a high tariff of transportation 
is paid. If the wool-growers would 
form an association, as is being done 
in nearly every county in the state, 
they might accomplish thre purpose.” 
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THE ARTESIAN WELL QUESTION, 


No adequate test has ever been 
made between the Great Salt Lake 


and the sea for artesian water. That 
the hundreds of millions of acres of 
fine land which could be reclaimed by 
that means should have attracted so 
little attention from philanthropists 
and capitalists is very strange. The 
demand for room is so large, however, 
and the country is filling up so fast 
that the sage-brush deserts must soon 
be called for. We confidently ex- 
pected to have Congress make an ap- 
propriation to sink a well somewhere 
in Western Nevada, but Congressman 
Daggett seems to have switched off on 
to something else, and all the money 
will be put in in Kansas and Colorado. 
We would, therefore, make a suggest- 
ion that a well be put down at the 
State Prison grounds at Carson by 
convict labor. It would be necessary 
to buy avery little material and ma- 
chinery, but not enough to figure in 
the appropriation bills. A couple of 
horses would furnish power. The 
augers could be kept sharp by the 
convict smiths. If a well was found 
there would be a profitable market for 
every gallon of water, either in Carson 


on the land around the prison. 


FATAL CARELESSNESS. 


“While hunting ducks on Jordan 
river opposite the city last evening, 
John Avery, in dragging his gun along 
carelessly, received the contents in his 
face, killing him instantly.” Such is 
the brief story told by a telegram from 
Salt Lake. How intelligent people 
can be so careless with firearms as 
many are is a never-ending wonder. 
Nine-tenths of the gunning “accidents” 
result from gross carelessness. A man 
who handles a gun properly can never 
shoot himself or anybody eise, unless 
intentionally. The one simple rule 
for handling the gun is never, under 
any circumstances, to allow the muz- 
zle of the piece to point towards any 
human being. And beware of un- 
loaded” guns. They are the most 
dangerous. By way of rounding off 
this paragraph, here is a news item 
from Arizona: The eldest son of a

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STOPPING THE FISH. 


Between Wadsworth and Reno 
there are said to be dams in the river 
which prevent the passage of trout. 
All such obstructions to fish are illegal 
and expose their builders to heavy 
fines. It seems certain that the fish 
are in some way prevented from com- 
ing up the river. There are none 
moving in the Truckee near this 
place, and the season for their migra- 
tion is here. It is the duty of the 
District Attorney to prosecute any 
persons, against whom reliable infor- 
mation is lodged, for violation of the 
laws protecting the fisheries. We 
trust that any person, not one of the 
river pirates complained of, who 
knows the names of the offending par- 
ties and has proof against them, will 
not neglect to advise the proper 
officer. 

If there are in the river dam which 
completely stop the fish, they have 
probably been built by market fisher- 
men, the sharks of the business, who 
stickat nothing. The law requires that 
all dams shall be provided with a suffi- 
cient sluice way or ladder to allow the 
free passage of fish. The fish com- 
missioner is authorized to construct 
such sluice way or ladder at the ex- 
pense of the dam builders. 


DE LESSEPS. 


Count Lesseps is receiving consider 
able attention in San Francisco, A 
public reception has been arranged 
for him. As the projector and engin- 
dor of the Suvz canal, Lesseps has won 
considerable distinction. It is some- 
what doubtful whether he will accom- 
plish his scheme for a canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama. His project is 
for a straight cut from ocean to ocean, 
through earth and rock all the way. 
The Nicaragua route is more favored 
by the press of this country. It offers 
the advantages of a navigable lake and 
river wren long section of the route. 
It is probable that an inter-oceanic 
canal, by one or the other route, will 
soon he constructed. 

Lesseps will remain in San Fran- 
cisco a few days only, and will return 
directly to New York, whence he will 
sail for Europe.

The latest 
from Lake county, Oregon, is that 
cattle are dying in great numbers;

perishing from exposure. Cattle rais- 
ing is a very profitable business when 
the conditions are favorable, but has 
its heavy losses like all other kinds of 
business in which there is a chance 
for large profits. The stock men of 
Washoe county have, however, every 
reason to be satisfied this year. 


Afew evenings since, the son of a 
prominent citizen of Albany, Oregon, 
shot and killed the son of another 
citizen, also prominent. A quarrel oc- 
curred between the young men ina 
saloon, resulting in the fatal shooting. 
They had previously been on friendly 
terms but—there was a woman in the 
case, Whata miserable practice this 
carrying of pistols is. It is responsible 
for most of the homicides which oo- 
cur on this coast. In this State, es- 
pecially, revolvers are babitually car- 
ried by many persons, often mere boys. 
The practice should be frowned down. 
It is cowardly and vicious.

David Davis, who is coming to the 
front as a Presidential candidate, is 65 
Fears old. He is of Welsh descent, 
was born in Penusylvania and educat- 
ed in Ohio. He studied law, was suc- 
cessful at the bar, and became a Dis- 
trict Judge in 1848. Davis worked 
hard for the nomination of Lincoln in 
1860. During the war he was on the 
Union side. In 1862 he was raised to 
the bench of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Judge Davis was ten- 
dered the Presidential nomination by 
the National Labor Reform Conven- 
tion, and his name was also submitted 
to the National Liberal Convention 
which nominated Greeley. David 
Davis became L. S. Senator from II- 
linois in 1876. He is punctual in his 
attendance at Washington and a famil- 
iar figure on the floer of the Senate 
Chamber. His personal appearance 
is thus described: ‘‘Exaggerated re-

No man 
is surrounded by more attached 
friends. He is plainly dressed, and 
has the appearance of a well-to-do

A CHILD ILL-~USED. 


There is a rancher living near town 
who has with him a girl of about four- 
teen, a distant relative, whose mother 
is in Oregon. Complaint has been 
made at this office of bis harsh and 
brutal treatment of the child. It is a 
case which is hard to reach in any 
other waythan through public senti- 
ment. It is stated by trustworthy 
witnessess that the man does not send 
the girl to school, that he makes her 
do severe work that women are never 
expected to do in America, that he 
orders her about with curses, and that 
his whole treatment of the poor child 
is rufflanly in the extreme. For 
instance, he will Say: ‘Now, G 
d—— you, harness up those horses, 
and be quick about it.” Then the 
child will harness the horses to the 
heavy farm wagon, and he will usually 
make her help him with the loading 
and often drive the team. 

This man should be shamed into 
treating the girl in a decent and man- 
ly fashion. Ifthe girl's mother has 
any friends here, they should advise 
her of the treatment her child is re- 
ceiving. It is hard to reach such a 
case with the law, but a definite com- 
plaint by witnesses, to the Superinten- 
dent of Schools and the District Attor- 
ney, might furnish them with legal 
ground for some action in the matter. 
A good thrashing inflicted upon the 
coward by stalwart neighbors, might 
bring about an amendment of his con- 
duct. And. asa last resort, there is 
an organization in our midst that 
knows how to deal with flagrant cases 


that are beyond the reach of the law.

If Potter were 
the model young man that he has 
been represented, he would undoubt- 
edly have telegraphed when he found 
that unexpected demands of busi- 
ness, “an attack of illness,” etc., 
would prevent his appearance in San 
Jose on Saturday night. But what 
did Potter do? He did not telegraph. 
It does not even appear that he wrote 
to the object of his affections.

He let her swing her heart out over 
the gate. Is this the conduct that 
might be expected from an exemplary 
young man? By no means. The life 
of one amiable young lady is worth 
more than all the Potters that ever 
lived. And when she found that Potter 
had failed to keep his ap- 
pointment, failed to telegraph, 
neglected even to write, Miss 
James should have banged the gate 
vigorously, and returning to the house, 
have written her recreant lover a note 
that would have made him open his 
eyes. There are probably scores of 
young men in San Jose to-day, any 
ene of whom is worth a dozen of Pot- 
ter.

Charles Rice died recently in Berlin, 
Prussia, from injuries inflicted of him 
several months ago by a royal bengal 
tiger, in whose cage he was at the 
time. Most of the wild beastsbelong- 
ing to him arrived in New York on th 
steamship Rhein, and were taken to 
the stables of Charles Reiche. It is 
‘known that the mere presence of an 
animal in a cage of others of different 
species, no matter how savage or wild 
they may be, will sometimes prevent 
them from fighting. Why this is so 
animal tamers can offer only theories 
in explanation. It is said that tigers 
and lions in the jungle will run from 
the presence of a dog as they do from 
that of a man, unless pressed by hun- 
ger or standing in defence of offspring. 

r. Rice, before his death, as an ex- 
periment, and without much hope of 
success, introduced a large dog, a cross 
between a mastif and a bull terrier, 
into a cage containing two entirely un- 
tamed’ polar bears and a Russian black 
bear.

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Treat, White-Fish and Carp-The Truckee 
Trout Will Take the Fiy---Three Dis- 


tinct Species---Spawning-~-A New 
Fish for Nevada Waters. “ 


Fish Commissioner Hub Parker 
told a Gazerre reporter Friday 
that the trout of the Truckee river 
will take the artificial fly. The general 
dictum is that they will not,andthe ang- 
ler who casts flies on these waters is apt 
to be ridiculed for his pains. Mr. 
Parker, however, bows what he is 
talking about. He has taken trout 
from the river at Truckee, himself, 
with artificial flies, Linderman, Itate 
director of the U. S. Mint, was a suc- 
cossful fiy-fisherman in these same 
waters. Mr. Parker says that trout 
will rise to the fly in the Truckee in 
April or May. He recommends brown 
hackles and white millers. (A tradi-

ginct species of trout in the Truckee 
ver and its lakes.

As the 
Commissiouer does not the Latin 
names of these species with bim they 
do not appear in this article. 
common names are “‘silver trout,” 
“salmon trout” aud led trout.” 
Of these the silver trout is the most 
rare. 
The Commissioner states that the 
trout spawn in the river, in the lakes, 
and in the streams flowing into the 
lakes, wherever they can find suitable 
gravel beds in flowing water. He 
thinks many fish spawn on gravel 
beds arvund the shore of Pyramid 
lake,in places where there, is a current 
or where tbe water is kept in motion 
by the wind. 


There is no law to prevent saw-dust 


being thrown into the river. On the 
trary the laws of California and 
Vr against obstructiug and defiling 
wal@rcourses make an especial exemp- 
tion of saw-dust,so Mr. Parker says. 
He thinks saw-dust is only injurious 
othe fish by forming deposits over 
he spawning beds. . 

The white-fish is a native of these 
waters. It is a peculiar and rare fish. 
The so-called white-fish of Washoe 
Lake is a species of dace. | 

Next summer Mr. Parker will re- 
ceive a number of carp from the East. 
They will be placed in the breedin 
ponds op the Carson river, and their 
progeny will be used to stock the still 
waters of this state. As the carp is a 
curious fish, the following description 
from the quaint old work of Izaak 
Walton may prove interesting: 

“The carp is the queen of rivers; a 
stately, a 1, and a very subtle fish. 
Among fishes the carp endures most 
hardness and lives longest out of his 
own proper element. They breed 
more naturally in ponds than in run- 
ning water, if they breed there at all. 
And it is observed that in some ponds 
carp will not breed, especially in cold 

nds, but where they will breed they 
— innumerably. The carp, if he 
has room and good feed, will grow to 
avery great bigness and length, I 
have heard to be much above a yard 
long. It is said that carps have thriv- 
en to be more than fifty pounds

“The age of carp is by Sir Francis 
Bacon observed to be but ten years; 
but others think they live longer. 
Gesner says a carp has been known to 
live above a hundred years. The carp 
is to be reckoned among those leather- 
mouthed fish, which have their teeth 
in their throat, and for that reason he 
is very seldom hurt by breaking his 
hold, if your hook be once stuck into 
his chaps.” 

Sir John Hawkins, in a note to Wal- 
ton’s work says: “It is a common 
practice in Holland to keep 
alive three weeks or a month by hang- 
ing them in a cool place with wet 
moss, in a net, and feeding them with 
bread and milk.”

Another Virginia City---Two New and 
Rival Towns~—The Rapid Develop- 
ment of Colorado--The “Spring 
Rush” That Is Expected, 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
LEADVILLE, Cor., Men. 13, 80. 

Fditor Gazette:—In my last let- 
ter I promised to give you some in- 
formation of the Gunnyson country. 
I left this point and started fur the 
Gunnyson last week, via. Buena Vista 
and Alpine Pass. The first place I 
came to was Virginia City. It is a 
mining town, situated at the junction 
of three creeks, called the Willow and 
the Alpine pass road. It is located in 
a broken and well timbered country 
and is the nearest town to the large 
well developed mines op the Tin Cup 
and West Willow, in my opinion. 
Virginia City is destined to eventually 
become one of the largest mining cen- 
tres in Colorado, Like other mining 
towns it is already provided with a 
fine saloon, a large dance house and 
several gambling houses. On my visit 
I counted 120 houses. The next 


place I visited was Hillerton, situated 
two miles below Virginia City in a 
beautiful level valley called Taylor 
Park. The scenery about Hillertow 
is beautiful, and two fine streams run 
one on each side of town. A | 
smelter is already erected and “the 
town has a commodious hotel, a bank, 
and largestores. Hillertonis destined 
to become a much sought after place, 
as one of the summer resorts of Col- 
orado. Near the town rich gold pla- 
cers have been discovered, and Messrs. 
Pease & Hall have built a ten-mile 
flume to work them. Facing the 
town stands the majestic Amazon hill, 
abeunding in mineral, but few of the 
claims have yet been developed. As 
to rivalry between the two towns I do 
not consider there will ever be any, as 
there are ample placer and other 
mines in the district to insure the 
prosperity and success of both places. 
It is of no use to go to that region 
at present. At the present time there 
is no way of reaching it with mules or 
trains inside of a distance of two hun- 
dred miles from Leadville. By the 
middle of April the trip can be made 
in half that distance, over good roads, 
by way of Buena Vista. You have to 
cross over 35 miles with snow shoes. 
There are at present over 20,000 
ple waiting for some of the snow to 


E disappear to rush into that country. 


Speculators will find many good mines 
owned by poor miners, who will be 
only too glad to give an interest for 
money, enough to develop their prop- 
erty, They will fiod this country a 
good one for profitable investments. 
At present I canvot travel any farther, 
but may within a week or two get 
ever to Gunnyson & Pitkin City. I will 
give you a description ef those towns 
in my next letter.

RESTOCKING THEMSEA. 


A Floating Fish-Hatchery—Trial of the 
“Fish-Hawk"— The Apparatus and 
Methods Employed. 


From the New York Times. 

Yesterday, at Wilmington, Del., a 
first trial was made of the Fish-Hawk, 
a steamer built by Messrs. Pussey & 
Jones, for the use of the United States 
Fish Commission. The Fish-Hawk 
is an ircn steamer of some 500 tons,150 
feet long, 27 feet beam. with twin screws, 
and the hull is encased with wood. 
The steamer will be commanded by 
Lieutenant Tanner, United Ststes 
Navy, the efficient officer who had the 
Speedwell in charge last year at Prov- 
incetown, when she was in the service 
of the United States Fish Commission. 
It should be stated that the idea of a 
vessel in which fish-hatching could be- 
prosecuted is due to Mr. T. B. Furgus- 
on, of the United States Fish Commis- 
sion, and Commissioner of the Fisher- 
ies of the State of Maryland, who first 
successfully carried out this plan in the 
waters of North Carolina and Mary- 
land. It is quite manifest that this 
method its not only of great ex- 
tension in hatching fish, but adds to 
the facilities of 


TRANSPORTING EGGS OR YOUNG FISH. 


The fish can be caught by the men 
employed in the service, and once the 
eggs secured, the hatching can be car- 
ried on on shipboard by means of ap- 
paratus, where power is wanted, such 
us for obtaining a constant flow of wa- 
ter or motion. Itis also possible by 
means of a steamer, to secure eggs in 
certaia rivers or bays, batch them, and 
carry them hundreds of miles to other 
points of delivery or distributien. To 
accomplish this, aod to make room for 
such special apparatus there is an op- 
en space on the main deck of the Fish- 
Hawk, forty by twenty-seven feet. 
Here will be placed the conical-shaped 
vessels, through which will pour con- 
tinuous streams of water, which move- 
ment is absolutely necessary when 
shad eggs are to be matured. 


ANOTHER MECHNICAL DEVICE, 


which is to be put in place, is & sys- 
tem invented by Mr. Ferguson for the 
same purpose. Cylindrical vessels, 
with wire — by means of pro- 
jecting beams, which stand out from 
the sides of the vessel, plunge these 
vessels containing the eggs into the 
water, and withdraw them by means 
of a peculiar cam, which movement 
will be given by — An agi- 
tation is necessary for shad egg, with 
change of water, and as these eggs are 
heavier than water, the vessels con- 
tairfing them are liftes slowly, so as 
not to break the tender eggs, and 
— 2 into the water again more sud- 

enly. The same method will be 
tried with the eggs of the cod, only as 
these eggs are lighter, they require to 
be buoyed up, the reverse movement 
will be employed. 


THE FISH-HAWK 


will be roomy enough to carry some 
twenty officers and hands, with addi- 
tional space for such complement 
of men as may be requisite for secur- 
ing spawning fisk. This vessel was 
contracted for in June last for $45,000. 
With the present augmentation in the 
price of material, she would certainly 
cost some fifty per cent. more. The 
Fish-Hawk, equipped as she is for 
this special work, marks the most no- 
table advance that has yet veen made 
in practical fish culture, and, no doubt. 
her — of construction and methode 
employed in hatching fish, looking to 
ward the production of fish-food in t. e 
future, will be copied by othei 
countries. The vessel is amply pro- 
vided with lifting engines, as no 
small part of her duty will be to work 
dredging apparatus.

Our New Constitution, and legisla- 
tion directed by it are not the unmix- 
ed blessings we anticipated.

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THE NEW ORE BODY. 


Its Prospects For Permanency, And The 
Character Of The Ore. 


Quite a number of prominent and 
some upprominent citizens of Reno 
made a trip to Pyramid on Sunday to 
see for themselves what the much talk- 
ed of Jones & Kinkead strike amonat- 
ed to. Among them was a GAZETTE 
reporter who, by indness of J. E. 
Jones, Superintendent, and C. F. Han- 
son, Foreman, was shown every nock 
and corner of the mine. On the 400- 
feot level, where the rich strike has 
been made, there have been two cross- 
cuts. One at the shaft shows the vein 
to be 11 feet wide. The other, 60 feet 
from the shaft,is 40 feet wide, and the 
walls spread as they go north. A drift 
was started north from the shaft and 
soon cut through an ore body with 
black streaks in it. The drift was 
turned gradually until it ran nearly 
south, forming half a circle and again 
crossing the ore body, which has here 
grown immensely in importance. Af- 
ter cutting through 14 feet of ore going 
from $8 to $50, the drift cut into

assaying into the hundreds. This find 
proved to be 8 feet, 10 inches wide, 
and beyond it lay 3 feet of low grade 
ore. Then came a nearly perpendicu- 
lar wall ef clay 8 feet thick. A drift 


has now been started from the shaft 
directly into the point where the ore 
was cut, and the men are also working 
in the vein towards the shaft, piling 
the ore up in the drifts where it can 
de boisted assoon asthe water ques- 
tion is settled. In the ore vein, where 
the men are already in 10 feet, which 
with the width of the incline makes 
16 feet, the ore continues of the same 
character and almost as great in quan- 
tity. The prospects for permanency 
are excellent. The vein widens as it 
north and also as it goes down. 
The ore is different from any other in 
the State. It is very heavy and compact. 
Seven cubic feet of it weigh aton. It 
contains iron and copper but no lead 
orantimony. It is thought that by 
mixing it with the $15 ore from other 
parts of the mine and making about 
$50 ore that

he Meeting of the Democratic State 
Central Committee in Virginia City 
Yesterday. 


Tue Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee met in Virginia Monday. It 
was the talk in Virginia previous to 
the meeting that the Eastern delegates 
wonld control the meeting and insist 
upon the appointment of delegates to 
the Cincinnati Convention. Major 
Dennis, ofthe Tuscarora Times-Review 
and E. Blennerhassett, Chairman of 
the Committee, last evening denied to 
a Gazette reporter that there was any 
truth in the story. Mr. Dennis, who 
held several proxies, himself drew up 
the resolution calling for a State Con- 
vention. Mr. Blennerhassett stated 
that the Committee was upanimously 
in favor of a Convention. 


The meeting was called to order at 
11 o'clock. A number of members 
were absent, including Ross Lewers of 
Washoe. After transacting a little 
mmittee 
adjourned until 1 r. 1. At the after- 
noon session the following resolutions 
were passed : 

Resolved, That a Democratic State 
Convention be held at Winnemucca, on 
Thursday, May 22, 1880, at 2 o'clock 
3 M., for the * of electing six 

and six a ative delegates to 
the Demeoneti National Convention to 
be held at Cincinnati, June 23d, and to 
nominate three Presidential Electors, a 
Justice of the Supreme Court, a. Member 
of Congress, aud a Democratic State 
Central Committee. 

Resolved, That any person known to 
have affiliated with the Republican par- 
ty at the last State election Shall not be 
eligible to hold the position of delegate 
or his proxy at fhe next Democratic 
State Convention. 

Resolved, That the apportionment for 
delegates be based upon the vote for Gov- 
ernor at the last election — I vote for 
every 100 cast for Bradley, and 1 for 
every fraction of 100 exceeding 50. 

Resolutions were passed fixing May 
15th as the date for holding primaries 
or the appointment of delegates by 
County Committees; making the test 
for voters at the primaries a pledge by 
the person offering to vote that he will 
support the nominees of the Democratic 
State and National Conventions. 

The following is the apportionment 
for delegates to the State Convention: 
Churchill county, 1; Douglas, 2; Eiko, 
11; Esmeralda, 5; Eureka, 11; Hum- 
boldt, 5; Lander, 6; Lincolo, 4; Lyon, 
2; Nye, 5; Ormsby, 4; Storey, 25; 
Washoe, 7: White Pine, 5. Total, 93.
